Ratepayers to Vote on Important 
Issues To-Morrow. 


ALL FOR BETTER EDMONTON 


General Feeling of Prosperity and 
Optimism Among Citizens Favors 
the Measures. 


‘Tomorrow is voting day, and be- 
tween the hours of nine and five the 
citizens of Edmonton will ibe asked 
to pass eleven bylaws providing for 
the raising of $673,000 to be spent in 
extensions and improvements to the 
city and to various public utilities.

bylaws and the purpose for 
follows. 

Bylaw No, 255.—T'o raise $4,000 to 
pay the cost of an addition to the city 
tall. ‘She present space at the city 
hall is entirely inadequate for the of- 
fices situated there. “The assessment, 
the secretary-treasurer’s and the police 
departments are “all handicapped tor 
want of room, and it is to provide 
money to build an extension to the 
nest, that the council is asking for this 
nioney. . 

vlaw, No. 256—To raise $52,000 
to provide extensions to the telephone 
system. The telephone system has 
increased. at a record pace and it ts 
in order to keep up with the natural 
increase In business by the stringing 
of more wires and the enlarging of the 
capacity of the plant that the $52,- 
ooo is asked for.: There-has been little 
or no opposition to this bylaw, and 
it ought to pass with a Jarge mia- 
jority. ‘ 

iylaw No. 257—To raise $30,000 ‘to 
provide for extensions to the electric 
light system, ‘The same thing. may 
be said of this bylaw as of the pre- 
coding one, ‘The-money is to pro- 
vide more wires to distribute the light 
and power that the city has to sell, and 
the larger the market the cheaper will 
he the rates on light and power. 

itylaw No. 258.—T'o raise $34,500 to 
provide two new fire halls and a hoge 
tower addition to No. 3 Fire Hall. 
Only one of the fire halls will be 
built this year, the other next year. 
here is not likely to be any opposi- 
tion to this bylaw, as every one real- 
ives that every increase in the eftic- 
ieney of the fire department and the 
territory covered iby it means a cor- 
responding decrease in insurance rates, 
Edmonton now has the name of hav- 
ine one of the best fire departments 
in the Dominion, and this good name 
will in all probability be sustained, 

Ltylaw No. 239.—T'o raise $60,000 for 
the construction of new car barns. 
These new barns are much needed. 
‘Tuey will be fire proof, of modern 
construction, will hold. 50 cars, and 
will also include repair shops. 

Bylaw No, 260—To raise $260,500 
for extensions to and further equip- 
ment for the street railway system. 
This bylaw calls for the largest single 
amount and has also been singled 
out for a good deal of oppositioii. 
Several extensions are proposed: they 
are: Double tracking Namayo avenue 
from the C. N. R. tracks to the Boule- 
card. ‘The cost of the street railway’s 
portion of the paving of this section 
and on Jasper avenue, from Ninth to 
Sixteenth street, an extension to the 
Exhibition Park via Jasper avenue 
and also the cost of buying new 
to bring the service up to date. 
Some exception has been taken to the 
r avenue extension, but the ad- 
antage it will be during fair time and 
the wreat use that will be made of it 
during the summer will vo doubt 
outweigh any thought that that line 
will not pay during the first year or 


awa, 

Bylaw No, 261—To raise $35,000 to 
pay this city’s share of paving on Jas- 
per, Namayo, and ‘Third’ streets. It 
has been rumored that there avill be 
some opposition ‘to this byluw owns 
to the fact thatethe bithulithic com- 
ny got the contract with lower tend- 
crs from. another. firm, but the fact 
that the bithulithic pavement has prov- 
cn suecessful so far and that the coun- 
cil threshed the matter out .at consid- 
erable Jength, may be sufficient gtr- 
antee that the bylaw will be passed, 

Bylaw No. 262—To raise $17,000 to 
pay the city’s share of the cost o

FOUGHT FIRE 
EIGHT HOURS 


Spectacular Prairie Fires Just West 
of the City. 


TWO WOMEN IN DANGER 


City Fire Brigade and Staff of Men From 
City Engineer’s Department 
There, : 


A spectacular prairie fire that threat- 
ened the west’ end of’ the city for 
several hours yesterday afternoon, and 
that was only gotten under control af- 
ter a fight that lasted from one o'clock 
in -the afternoon untii nine o’clock at 
night, burned a tract of territory sev- 
cralcmiles in’ area, nearly destroyed 
several shacks, and endangered ithe 
lives of two women. 

The fire evidently started several 
miles out to the west of the city limits 
some time during the morning. At 
first those who saw the smoke did not 
dream of any danger. Dut fanned by 
the strong west wind the flames gath- 
ered in strength and ferocity, and 
spreading out in a line over a mile 
long, swept in toward the city. It was 
about one o'clock. in the afternoon that 
the men at the West End lumber yard 
first noticed the danger. They tele- 
phoned in an alarm to No. 2 station. 
As there are mo water cotmections that 
far out, Chief Davidson sent the chem- 
ical out to see what could be done, 
and followed them out in an auto, 

When the chief arrived on the scene 
the fire had already reached the St. 
Albert trail It had completely en- 
circled a house belonging to ww Mr, 
Woods, and if the firemen had been 
a few minutes later the dwelling would 
have been destroyed. ‘As it happened, 
there was no one at home, and it was 
only by sharp work with the chemical 
that the house avas saved. 

On the opposite side of the road, 
an elderly lady, by the name of Mrs. 
White, lived ina frame house with her 
daughter. The two women were badly 
frightened by the near approach of 
the fire, more especially as there were 
no men around, and they were almost 
helpless to do anything to fight ithe 
The sight of the firemen re- 
and it) was 


blaze. 
assured them, however. 
not long before they were safe and 
their home saved from the flames. 

After doing all that he could with 
the chemical, Chief Davidson saw that 
it would require more strenuous ef- 
forts if the spread of the blaze was 
to be checked before further damage 
was done. He therefore sent a mes: 
sage in to the city engineer to send 
ats many men out as possible. About 
thirty men responded to the call, and 
they: were soon at work around the 
premises of the lumber yard, back-tr- 
ing and clearing: out the thickest of 
the rubbish. The work was continued 
with unabated vigor until late in the 
evening, when the wind died down and 
the danger of the fire spreading: was 
over. ! 

It is rumored that the fire was 
started by somebody attempting to 
burn the grass off their property, the 
fire getting out of their contro:. an 
spoaking of the matter to a Capital 
reporter this morning, Supt. Cuthbert

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The above plan shows the Hxhibi- 
tion Grounds as they will, be when 
completed, and is interesting. to Ed- 
monton people as showing.what a well- 
planned and complete exhibition park 
this city is to have.

Immediately adjoining provi- 
sion has been made for two baseball 
tracks, two football fields and one la- 
crosse and one cricket field. South of 
the lake will be the children’s play- 
ground ‘and picnic grounds, and east 
of that again will be forty-five acres 
of wooded ground, which has been un- 
derbrushed and through which drive- 
ways will be run. This part of the 
park will also be used for pienic and 
playgrounds. 

The entrance to the exhibition 
grounds proper will bring one almost 
immediately to the track which is a 
sixty-foot wide, half mile track laid 
out according to the rules of the Am- 
erican Trotting Association. The 
grand stand will be on the south side 
of the track, so that the spectators 


had been a great many convictions 
already this spring of people starting 
fires out on the prairie.

TWENTY-FIVE LOST 
IN A LANDSLIDE 


News Reaches Montreal of a Big 
Disaster on the’ National Trans 
Continental Railway.

Montreal, April 19—A repore reach- 
ed the city today that a landslide had 
occurred at Kakoucache on the con- 
struction line of the National ‘lrans- 
continental Railway and that swenty- 
five lives had been lost. The scene of 
the disaster is one. hundred “mites 
northwest -of ‘Tatuque, the only. com- 
munication. being by means of a. pri- 
vate telephone line which was appar- 
ently put out of ofder by the lanc- 
slides and by contractors’ trains.

The directors have placed’ them- 
selves very strongly on record in favor 
of the extension of the street railway 
system to the park by way of Jasper 
avenue. The by-law to provide for 
this will be voted on to-morrow. 
advantages of this route have com- 
mended themselves strongly to . all 
who have looked into the matter care- 
fully. It came before the parks com- 
mittee in the first place, and its recom- 
mendation was later sanctioned by the 
city council. The southern route is a 
very attractive one in) many ways, 
skirting the river for a considerable 
distance and passing through a beauti- 
ful district up Kinnaird street, and 
over the ravine crossed by the bridge 
on that street. It is urged that if the 
ears go to the park by such a route a 
great many more people are bound to 
take the outing than if that which was 
proposed as an alternative, through 
the east end and along Norwood Boul- 
evard, were followed. The latter in- 
volves the crossing of three railway 
tracks. There is no question that the 
trip out to such a park is enjoyed quite 
as much as anything that a person 
may do once he arrives there, and the 
directors are confident. that if the by- 
law carries to-morrow, it will be the 
means of helping along to a remark- 
able degree their project of providing 
a recreation ground, which is calculat- 
ed to be a great boon to the city.

WHAT SHOULD 
COUNCIL DO? 


Prominent Citizens Discuss Appoint- 
ment of Commissioners. 


SHOULD REPORT BE ADOPTED? 


Davidson and Latornel Would be Good 
Men Says Ex-Mayor Charles 
May. 


In view of the fact that the appoint- 
ment of a new anan or:’men to the 
board of commissioners is still a mat- 
ter under discussion in the city coun- 
cil, the Daily Capital has called up a 
number of the prominent citizens and 
asked them their opinion as to the 
action the council took last Tuesday 
night, when they turned down the ap- 
pointment of Davidson and Latornel, 
and also as to what they considered 
the powers of the commission should 
be. The following are some of the 
opinions expressed: 

Charles May, ex-mayor, and head of 
the May-Sharpe Construction Co.: “I 
have not the slightest doubt but that 
Mr. Davidson and ‘Mr. Latornel would 
have made good if they had been ap- 
pointed commissioners. Chief David- 
son has the knowledge necessary and 
he is accapital organizer, 1 do not see 
the ‘necessity of getting in a -high- 
salaried man that is not acquainted 
with ‘the conditions in df{dmonton. 
Both Latornel and Davidson know 
the city, and they are tboth men that 
would get out and keep in touch with 
the work going on in the various parts 
of the city. What we need is not 
a government from an office chair, but 
a government that keeps in personal 
touch with conditions in the city.” 

Ex-Mayor Short 


William Short, ex-mayor, and father 
of the city’s charter, member of the 
law firm of Short, Cross, Biggar and 
Cawan: “I would hardly care to. crit- 
icize the action of the council in turn- 
ing down the recommendation, but | 
do think the council will not be doing 
the proper thing af they do not give 
the board of commissioners absolute 
executive power, It is the system 
that is at fault. T avould dike to see 
the system made so that the commis- 
sioners would have the authority and 
responsibility. ‘This would put things 
on the proper basis. I do not see the 
necessity of having amore than two 
commissioners, either. It appears to 
me that the duties of city engineer 
naturally fall) under 
the commissioners.” 

James McGeorge, president of — the 
Board of ‘Trade; “Owing to my posi- 
tion as president of the Board of 
Trade, | would hardly care to say 
anything about the matter. I might 
say. however, that when a committee 
is appointed to make recommenda- 
tions, and their report ds not accepted, 
it’s time somebody: resigned. So you 
can see I feel-very strongly about the 
matter. As far-as the powers of the 
commissioners are concerned, all that

Dr. Waddell Said his Reputation 
Was at Stake. 


BEFORE ROYAL COMMISSION 


Chief Engineer of the Alberta and Great 
Waterways Under Cross-Examination 
This Morning. 


“T figured on building this road in

stand for anything else,” said) Dr. 
Waddell at the Commission enquiry 
this morning. 

The prairie loam ballast and fish 
plates came in the (C.N.R. specifica- 
tions. We were required to build up 
to, but | was building better. As a 
matter of fact I would not put a fish 
plate on anything and the angle bars 
for this work have already been or- 
dered. 1 was thinking of my reputa- 
tion and ‘this road will be well built 
from beginning to end.” 

This was the spirited reply of Dr. 
Waddell, chief engineer of the Water- 
ways railway, to R. B. Bennett, coun- 
sel for insurgents, who was cross-ex- 
amining him this morning. Dr. Wad- 
dell pointed out that the government 
would not agree to guarantee the road 
unless they built to the specifications 
of the C.N.R., and while they: had 
agreed to do this he had all the time 
intended to build a much better road 
as he figured that his reputation as an 
engineer could not afford to ‘be jeo- 
pardized by building to the specifica- 
tions given him. 


Dr. Waddell Cross-Examined. 


The Commission opened with Dr. 
Waddell again on ithe. stand under 
cross-examination iby R. B. Bennett. 
For some time the witness was exam- 
ined regarding dates on which God- 
dard had made his ‘reports, one of 
whicly was given Waddell between No- 
vember 2 and 14, 1908,.at the King 
Edward Hotel. Goddard had kept 
close to his room at this time but 
witness did not know that he had done 
this because of instructions given him 
to “lie low.” He thought that it was 
because Goddard was busy at’ work 
on his reports. Goddard had) made 
three reports and she had made alter- 
ations in them all. ‘This was explain- 
ed by reason of the fact that the ‘first 
was a preliminary report made to Dr. 
Waddell himself and did not include 
a number of items which should lave 
been included, The first was made 
hurriedly and the second was made 
when they avere ready to meet. the 
government and was consequently 
gone over very carefully. 

Dr. Waddell had taken Goddard's 
reports and drom them had made his 
report adding enough to cover, finan- 
cing, ete., which were rot covered by 
Goddard. :

lesser figures were on the Waterways 
office files and witness pointed out that 
if they had been of a damaging na- 
ture they could have casily been de- 
stroyed instead of handed over to the 
counsel for the Commission.

THE CANAL PROJECT 


Despite the fact that the Edmonton 
Journal has thrown the weight of its 
scientific authority against the feasi- 
bility of constructing an inland water- 
way to Edmonton, the project con- 
tinues to attract attention. Senator 
Davies of Prince Albert drew atten- 
tion to it the other day in the Upper 
Chamber and brought out some infor- 
mation that is of considerable value. 
He declared that little had yet been 
heard of the development of water 
routes in the West up to the present 
because population was sparse, but 
the country was rapidly being settled, 
and the question would have to be 
taken up. Much money had_ been 
spent properly on the water routes 
of the East, but people had little 
idea of the extent of the water routes 
of the West. 

With a little improvement a water- 
way could be opened from Edmon- 
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atchewan and Saskatchewan Riv- 
and Lake Winnipeg, and by the 
South Saskatchewan between Medi- 
coinc Hat and Winnipeg.

CROP STATISTICS 


Bulletin Issued by Census and Statistics 
Office at Ottawa. 


Ottawa, April 192+A bulletin of the 
census and ‘statistics office issued to- 
days shows that at the end of March 
the quantity of wheat in the farmers’ 
whole of Canada was 
t. of the crop of 


hands in the 
about 18.28 per cen 
last year. 

Jt is estimated that 95.87 per cent. 
of the wheat crop of the Dominion in 
1909, equivalent to 159,868,000 ‘bushels 
was of merchantable quality; of oats, 
90.86 per cent., being 321,190,000 ‘bu- 
shels; of barley, 92.87 per cent., be- 
ing 31,449,000 bushels; of corn, 81.04 
per cent., being 15,606,000 bushels. 

In the Provinces of Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta the quantity 
of wheat on farms on the 31st of 
March was 18.90 per cent., being 26,- 
a total product 
as against 


682,000 bushels out of 
of 147,482,000 bushels 
391,000, or 1893 per cent, 
91,853,000 bushels last year. 

The report of the Department of 
Trade and Commerce shows that 
there had been inspected at Winnipeg 
and points west for the seven months 
ending March 31, 69,514 cars, or 74,- 
032,410 bushels of wheat; 12,354 cars, 
or 23,092,000 bushels of oats, and 3,- 
118 cars, or 3,741,600 bushels of barley. 
At the same dates last year the fig- 
ures were 61,098 cars, or  64,152,- 
900 bushels of oats, and 2,576 cars, 
or 3,091,200 bushels of barley. 

Of the total production of 
in the Northwest Province last year, 
96.48 per cent. was merchantable, of 
oats, 95.13 per and of ibarley
